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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Since the period of time is dependant off of the 
thickness, there is a possible work piece thickness that would require the driver to move the pusher at a faster speed than the front table, 
thereby making the period of time an instant point in time. Also, claim 1d of '947 discloses "drive means for driving... said means for 
pushing at a selected speed". Therefore, since the pushing means is capable of be driven at a selected speed, the pusher element is 
perfectly capable of be driven at a selected speed equal to the speed of the front table.. 
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
